Pope's Message 
To Vatican - 
Diplomats: 


Vatican City, Mar. 4. 
HE development of 
economic relations and 
technical exchanges be- 
tween the countries of the 
world can never by them- 
« selves lead to true peace, 
said Pope Plus XII, speak- 
ing in the Vatican City 
today. 


Addressing members of the 
Vatican diplomatic corps, who 
presented him with gifts on 
the occasion of his 80th 
birthdey, the Pope called 
upon those engaged In such 
development to proceed “wath 
a prudence and rescrve 
inspired by acute owarencss 
of a spiritued hierarchy to be 
safqanarded." 


He urged the people not to be 
misled by the terms “national 
unity” and social progress. 
Militant miaterialists, he 
warned, looked upon peace 
time a9 “a very precarious 
truce, during which they 
await the social and economic 
downfell of other peoples.” 


Pope Plus sald that to base the 
eccurity and stability of human 
life on the purely quontita- 
tive growth of material wealth 
was to overlools that man was 
primarily a soul “responsible 
for his actions and for his 
dcatiny.” 


Dangerous 


Man should remember that 
economics and technology 
were “useful and even neccs- 
sary forces”, providing they 
remained subservient to the 
higher requirements of the 
spirit, They became “danger- 
ous and noxious when given 
undue importance and the 
yalue of ends in themselves.” 


The role of the church, sald the 
Pope, was to ensure the 
hierarchy-of values was rc- 
spected—foctors of material 
progress subordinated to truly 
spiritual elements". 


“Following a policy. inspired 
from these principles,” sald 
the Pope, “nations will con~ 
serve. their internal, solidarity, 
and tho militant moterialist 
breale himselg upon it.”

The proposed running of this year’s British Marathon 
in mid-summer has led to some sharp criticism of ‘the 
Amateur Athletics Association. : 

The Association has fixed July 28 as the date of 
the Marathon, and as usual #t is to start in mid-afternoon 


when it is the hottest 


of the year, the hottest 


part of the day, making it a distinot possibility that the 
raco will be run in conditions similar to last July’s 
Marathon, when a heat wave struck six of the runners 


and they had to be taken to hospital.

There have been many other 
pointers to the inadvisability of 
running gruelling long-distance 
races in the height of summer 
heat. Among them were the 
collapse of Britain's Jim Peters 
in tho 1954 Brittsh Empire 
Games Marathon in Vancouver 
and the death of an American 
runner, Austin Scott, after an 
18,000 Mctres cross-country race. 

GRUELLING EVENT 

The Marathon ts athletics 
most gruelling event. Should 
it be foade even more testing, 
ond more dangerous to the 
competitors, by beng run in in- 
tense heat? ‘This question 
brings a definite “no” from 
many critics, 

The Road Runners’ Club, 
which includes all the leading 
Britiech long-distance runners In 
{ts membership of nearly 600, 
suggested to the AAA that the 
British Marathon should be run 
this year cither in late Septem- 
ber or on the evening of July 
13, date of the AAA Champlon- 
ship. 

But appartntly these dates 
were unsuitable from — other 
points of view, for the AAA In- 
stead fixed the afternoon of 


July 28. 

Peters, who has had such 
bitter personal experience of 
the effect oft intense heat, has 
appealed that care should be 
taken to .avoid it. In a 
magazine article he wrote that 
such precaution ‘will ensure 
that Marathon running docs not 
perish on the grounds that it Js 
too dansferous.”” 


The Road Runners’ Club arc 
anxious, too, about the Olympic 
Marathon, to be run in Mel- 
bourme in December, when’ the 
Australian heat can be swelter~ 
ing. They aro hoping that, Jf 
ni , tho race will be*run 
in the ‘carly morn a 
Mail Special.

Machinery for the continuous 
casting of zinc ingots has been 
developed by a British firm 
which claims to have solved the 
problem of tmparting a smooth 
movement to the chain carrying 
the moulds. 


In tho production of zinc, It 
states, It is essential that _the 
surface of the slab formed In 
the mould shall be free of 
ripple and "shudder" marks.
